A fte r a deficit of $ 50,000,000 a year the United States— 


despite the vehement protest of government ownership advo­ 


cates— decided to sell off the ships it operated in competition 


with Am erican owners. Deficits have accordingly decreased 


but the government is still passing on operating losses to the 


taxpayers from the few ships it still runs. 


Such continued losses, as in the case of the rail­ 


roads— and the postoffice— add to the steadily in­ 


creasing tax burdens of the people. 


Yet government ownership advocates— the men who would 


put the government into the light and power business— 


apparently give little thought to the loss of millions and the 


increase in taxes. 


M e n at the head of government should seek to reduce the 


tax burden instead of seeking to increase it.
